Masterpieces in Miniature 


By DOUGLAS ARMSTRONG 


In The Connoisseur, London, England 


OMETHING like a sensation was 

caused a year or two ago by the 

reproduction in postage stamp 

form of the notorious Goya 

painting of La Maja Desnuda. 
This much-discussed stamp formed 
part of a series issued on the occasion 
of a Goya Week in Spain, which in- 
cluded also a portrait of Goya him- 
self, as well as a number of fantastic 
caricatures adapted from Los Capri- 
chos and Los Proverbios. 


Many other equally famous works: 
of art have been produced in minia-, 


ture upon postage stamps. The well- 
known self-portrait of Rubens ap- 
pears upon a special 35 centimes

stamp, sold as a souvenir at the pa- 
vilion devoted to the national art 
treasures at the Belgian Centennial 
Exposition in Antwerp. Rembrandt 
figures in the foreground of a repre- 
sentation of his own picture of the 
Drapers’ Syndics of Amsterdam in 
the design of some Dutch postage 
stamps sold at a premium upon face 
value on behalf of the funds of the 
Rembrandt Society for the conserva- 
tion of the works of the Dutch Mas- 
ters. 

An unhappy adaptation of Ra- 
phael’s Sistine Madonna was perpe- 
trated by an unidentified Austrian 
artist who was responsible for the 
Christmas charity-postage stamps of 
the tiny principality of Liechtenstein 








in 1920. A similar fate befell the 
Van Dyck painting of St. Martin and 
the Beggar, hanging in the Church of 
Savanthem, near Brussels, which two 
French engravers were permitted to 
interpret according to their fancy in 








the interests of the Belgian charity- 
postage stamps in 1910. On_ the 
other hand, a Van Dyck portrait of 
King Charles I is excellently repro- 
duced en vignette as the motif of a 
particular penny postage stamp com- 





memorating the ter-centenary of the 
colonization of Barbados. 

The art of Velasquez is represented 
in the philatelic gallery by his por- 
trait of Cervantes. It furnishes the 
design of one of the special stamps 
issued to mark the third centenary of 
Cervantes’ death. 

A lost “Holbein” once inspired the 
design of a commemorative postage 
stamp of Newfoundland. It repre- 
sents Sebastian Cabot, “Hym that 
found the New Isle,” and hung orig- 
inally in the Palace of Whitehall. In 
Cromwell’s days it found its way into 
the family of the Earl of Errol, and 
subsequently came into the posses- 
sion of Mr. Joseph Harford, of Bris-

tol. From him it was ultimately pur- 
chased by Cabot’s biographer, Nich- 
olas Biddle, who took it to his home 
at Pittsburgh, U.S.A., where it was 
unfortunately destroyed in the fire of 
1845. A portrait of Henry VII, who 
granted a charter to Cabot to dis- 
cover new lands, after Mabuse, adorns 
the 60 cents stamp of the same series, 

Among a collection of engravers’ 
proofs of the Romanoff Tercentenary 
stamps of Russia, recently sold in 
London, were noted vignettes copies 
from Kneller’s likeness of Peter the 
Great, painted for William III, and 
now in the galleries at Kensington 
Palace, and a bust of Catherine the 
Great, by the Italian miniaturist, 
Benedeti. 
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Of late years several eminent art- 
ists and engravers have been honoured 
upon their respective countries’ 
stamps, notably Durer, whose self- 
portrait keeps company with other 
famous Germans on the republican 
stamps of 1926-27. Austria, too, has 
lately devoted a full set of postage 
stamps to the glory of her most dis- 
tinguished painters. 

Turning to the Modern School, we 
find a number of outstanding exam- 
ples in the latter-day postal issues of 
the United States. Columbus in Sight 
of Land, after William Powell, and 
the Landing of Columbus, after Van- 
derlyn’s masterpiece in the Capitol at 
Washington, are but two of the many 
historical pictures utilized upon the 
series commemorating the fourth 
centenary of the discovery of the New 
World. The familiar painting of 
Highland Cattle in a Storm, by J. 
MaecWhirter, entitled The Vanguard, 
was copied, without acknowledgment 
to the artist, to supply the vignette

I have been asked by fellow collec- 
tors what certain Italian stamps not 
catalogued by Scott, were worth. So 
many times have the questions been 
asked that I have written these few 
words in the hope that they . might 
help some collector who has one or 
more of these stamps and might like 
some information on them. 

To begin with we will take up the 
issue in 1922, the current Italian 
stamps surcharged “IX CONGRESSO 
FILATELICO ITALIANO-TRIESTE 
1922”. This means Ninth Italian Phil- 
atelic Convention held at Trieste in 
1922. There were four stamps over- 
printed with the surcharge, Scott 
Numbers 90, 91, 92 and 116. In the 
Italian market the larger dealers are 
asking for the above four stamps 35c 
each mint and 40c each used. These 
prices are net and for average condi- 
tion and centering. 


Crociera Italiana Stamps 

In 1922 an Italian Cruiser carrying 
a trade delegation to South America 
was authorized by the Italian Gov- 
ernment with the consent of the vis- 
ited countries to sell aboard the ship, 
Italian Stamps surcharged “CROCI- 
ERA ITALIANA 1924”. These 
stamps were sold mostly to Italians 
living in the countries where the ship 
stopped. There were seven stamps 
so surcharged, all current issues.

Revenue Stamps to Stamp 
Collectors 





Third Assistant Postmaster General, 
Washington, May 4, 1933. 


The postmaster at all post offices 
of the first and second classes and at 
post offices of the third and fourth 
classes located in the county seat now 
required by law to sell documentary 
internal revenue stamps shall accept 
and fill any order received by mail 
for the purchase of such stamps from 
philatelists, stamp collectors, and tax- 





payers, provided such order is accom- 
panied by a remittance to cover the 
value of the stamps ordered plus re- | 
turn postage and registry fee. No 
stamps shall be sent by ordinary mail | 
even though the purchaser may re- 
quest it. The filling of any mail or- | 
der shall be witnessed by two per- 
sons. Only cash or money order will 
be accepted in payment for documen- |! 
tary internal revenue stamps. Any, 
checks, drafts, or other form of re-| 
mittance accepted by a postmaster in 
payment for documentary internal 
revenue stamps shall be at the post-| 
master’s personal risk, and no credit, 
will be extended in the accounts of | 
any postmaster for loss due to ac-' 
ceptance of any remittance other than 
cash or by money order.

WRIGHT FLIGHT 
LOOKS LIKE FLOP spent almost all 
day of May 5th 

in Dayton, Ohio, because of the fact 
that a letter addressed to Wright 
Celebration Committee, Dayton, Ohio, 
was returned to the writer, marked 
“REFUSED”. This letter and enve- 
lope was sent to our office from a Be- 
loit, Wisconsin, reader who wanted to 
know how he could get a letter to this 
Committee. That was the first infor- 
mation that we had that something 
must be wrong. In our own interest as 
well as in the interest of our readers 
and of those who have made remit- 
tances to this Committee, I immediate- 
ly went to Dayton and spent the day 
in making inquiries and learning what 
could be learned about the situation. 
After a full day of running here 
and there, interviewing several dif- 
ferent people, I returned home still 
in the dark as to the outcome of mat- 
ters. My investigations, however, led 
me to believe that the entire plans of 
the Committee were upset, that it ap- 
peared very doubtful if the arrange-

out, leastwise not at the date as orig- 
inally announced and the more I in- 
quired and the more I heard, the more 
I became convinced in my own mind 
that the affair would wind up in a 
grand flop. 

So firmly convinced of this fact as 
I was, I insisted that the advertising 
account run up by this Committee and 
by the sponsors of the flight, be paid 
at once. Failing to get settlement 
of the account, I advised the gentle- 
men to whom I talked that I was im- 
mediately going to leave the account 
with an attorney for collection and 
with instructions to sue if necessary. 
The account is therefore in the hands 
of an attorney and should a suit be 
necessary it will be filed. 

The whole story as I gathered it 
from two different trips to Dayton 
and from correspondence with the 
offices of the Committee is one that 
is so mixed up that it is difficult to 
relate. 

On my first visit to Dayton in 
March, I met Mr. Harry S. Price, who 
was introduced to me as a wealthy 
Dayton citizen who was financing the 
flight. My inquiries regarding Mr. 
Price were such as to lead me to be- 
lieve that everything would be on the 
up and up. Mr. Price is a wealthy 
man and well able to squander a few 
thousand for the satisfaction of his 
own fancy if he so chooses, at least 
that is the information I gathered. 
I was told by Mr. Chester Hinkle, who 
attended to the office of the Commit- 
tee that a number of the leading cit- 
izens of Dayton would be members 
|of the Wright Celebration Committee. 
lin later correspondence with Mr. 
| Hinkle, the stationery he used car- 
| ried an array of names of Dayton 
celebrities which would convince the 
most skeptical of the soundness and 
responsibility of any organization to 
which they might lend their names. It 
| was for these reasons that we gladly 
| accepted their advertising and gladly

However, after learning through a

| Broadway, Portland, Oregon. It is

Pacific Coast. The Cruiser visited 
Portland on May 5th, a cachet re- 
,cording that fact is stamped on the 
‘cover, also a cachet in French re- 
' cording the World Tour which the 
, Cruiser is making. The stamp, a 
| Newbur ‘gh, is cancelled with a French 
cancellation in use aboard the Cruiser 
‘and is without any American Cancel- 
\lation. The cover was delivered in 
ordinary mail as any other cover and 
is therefore a United States Stamp 
with French Cancellation and has had 
postal service in the same manner as 
if cancelled at an American Post- 
office.
